Why does Dusty Rhodes 
absorb beatings and refuse to 
ever quit? 

"No man alive whips Dusty," 
he said

In order to determine Rhodes' 
obsessive determination to take 
on every tough opponent, to 
pull himself off the canvas even 
on the verge of physical 
collapse, we spoke to close 
friends of Rhodes, people who 
might give us insight into his 
dangerous path 

"Nothing motivates Dusty 
like the combat of a match," 
said a boyhóod friend who 
requested anonymity. "He 
really liked the feeling of a fight, 
Give Dusty a good fight and he 
lights up like a Christmas tree, 

"| recollect back in Texas, 
Dusty would get into a scuffle 
with a whole gang of guys and 
just keep on battling until his 
head looked like a bunch of 
strawberries. You gotta 
remember, “Dusty has a lotta 
pride. He doesn't know how to 
give up. If Dusty has an ounce

of strength left in his body, 
һе'!! keep on charging forward, 
swinging with everything he 
has and just won't let himself 
give up.” 

That would explain, in part, 
why Rhodes engaged in an 
absolutely ferocious match 
against The Mongolian 
Stomper. But only in part. If 
anything, that match exemplified 
the violent pain of Rhodes. 

Despite unleashing his full 
arsenal of skilled maneuvers, 
Rhodes suffered deep facial 
wounds and required over 30 
stitches and nearly a 
transfusion afterwards. But it 
was what happened during the 
match that worries his friends. 

“He shoulda stopped after he 
won by disqualification,” said 
another of Rhodes’ pals. “He 
had the match won, he had it in 
his hands and still he goes and 
keeps the war alive. He won, 
didn't he? Ain't that what it's 
all about? 

For Dusty Rhodes, mere 
winning isn't the goal 

"| want to stop men like 
Stomper from destroyin' my 
beloved sport," said Rhodes 
"Guys like him and Race, hell, 
they’ don't deserve to be 
wrestlers, I'm not even talkin’ 
about human beings, they ain't 
humans as far as I'm concerned 

"But how am | gonna stop 
them? You think just whippin’ 
and knockin’ them all over the 
arena is gonna stop them? 


Nope, you gotta end them once , 


and for all, finish off their 
careers and end it real quick 
Doesn't seem like anyone else 
is gonna be able to do it 

“So that leaves it up to me. | 
have devoted myself to stoppin’ 
these animals and turnin' back 
these evil men. | don't care if | 
gotta get a beatin'. Hell,

NWA champion Harley Race has 
presented one face to his public 
Unlike some wrestlers who try 
and charm both press and fans, 
Race remains consistent 

Now some may find his 
bluntness irritating, or worse 
But Race says what is on his 
mind and when he talks, people 
listen. But people didn't merely 
listen recently when Race 
blasted a top NWA challenger 
The champion's words shot 
through the alliance like 
an earthquake 

“I'm sick and tired and just 
plain fed up with Tony Atlas 
excuses. If the kid wants to be 
champion, then let him start 
acting like achampion instead of 
a snivelin’ little punk who cries 
all the time 

“The championship's a job for 
a man, not a boy," snapped 
Race. “Maybe Atlas doesn't 
understand that. Maybe the kid

thinks he can just lift some of his 
weights and build up his

“Well, Atlas, you better think 
again. You need some guts in 
your belly and you .need some 
fire, and you don't have either 
one of those. Far as l'm 
concerned, Tony Atlas shouldn't 
even be ranked in the top 20 
ratings," said Race 

While Race's explanation for 
Atlas' recurring injuries and 
inability to win the NWA title 
may not be entirely justified, 
Atlas has indeed suffered many 
injuries. And that asks the 
question, why? 

For example, recently Atlas 
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participated in a muscle building 
contest in Queens, New York 
After that afternoon's com- 
petition, Atlas flew to Atlanta for 
a title match against Race 

“| just wasn't in tip-top mental 
condition," Atlas said in 
explaining his failure to win 
that match 

Or another time Atlas 
explained a loss to Race away by 
pointing to.an injured leg 

“I hurt my leg in a previous 
match," said Atlas 

Is Atlas prone to injuries? Is he 
afraid of Race? Does he use 
other reasons to explain what 
Race calls "repeated failures?" 
Or is Atlas' history of title losses 
easily understood?

Tony Atlas is extremely 
ambitious. He has worked hard 
to get to this point in his career. 


АП his life, he dreamed of 
becoming `a professional 
wrestler. And champion. But 


Atlas took a difficult route to the 
near-top 

"| love to lift weights," said 
Atlas, a former Mr. USA. "I really 
like that solitary kinda 
competition, buildin' myself up, 
workin' real hard, always settin' 
one goal and then another and 
another to try and break 

"When you push yourself like 
you're gonna get your 
share of injuries. And it ain't my 
fault that | got these injuries or 
that | push myself so hard. I want 
to be the best, whether it's 
wrestlin' or body building." 

Perhaps Atlas is one of those 
workaholics, a man so driven, so 
pushed by ambition that he can 
never relax. And perhaps Atlas 
tries to do too much, tries to 
push his body that one step too 
much so such injuries become 
inevitable 

"| want to see how good | can 
be,” said Atlas. “| don't want to 
ever have to relax. | don't want to 
ever say that there's a weight | 
can't make or there's a match | 
can't take. The only way you ever 
make it in this world is to work, 
work, and keep working, even

But Atlas doesn't seem to 
realize that he is still a mere 
mortal—and not a superman 
Atlas thinks he can go from 
bodybuilding competitions to

NWA title. 

“It doesn't work that way,” 
said Race. “Sooner or later, 
Atlas is gonna have to make that 
decision. If he isn't a coward, 
and | have my doubts, then he’s 
gonna have to devote himself 
exclusively to one thing. If he 
thinks he can pump iron and still 
have enough to beat me, he's got 
another thing comin'.
